The notion -that respectability is 
enough to win electiohs seems to over- 
look a. good deal .of our politital his- 
tory.

In the past, however, governments 
have frequently survived scandals which 
were beyond denial. Neither the cus- 
toms scandal nor Beattharnois helped 
the. Conservatives in -federal politics. 
The Sommers case failed to bring down 
Mr. Bennett in British Columbia. In the 
last Ontario provincial election both the 
Liberals and the NDP made much of 
scandals affecting the Conservative ad- 
ministration but neither opposition party 
could make any headway: against the 
reconstructed Robarts government, 

If Mr. Douglas is to do better, it 
seems obvious that he must present the 


NDP not merely as a respectable party . 


but as one which offers an acceptable 
alternative to the Liberal government. 
This is likely to prove.a formidable task. 

In the 30 years of CCF-NDP history, 
the party has yet to elect a single mem- 
ber from the province of Quebec. Its 
prospects. now may be judged from a 
not unsympathetic -recent editorial in 
Le Devoir, a newspaper of radical 
views, which insists that “‘the NDP is 
actually a voice of English Canada, 
nothing more.”
